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this  head  until  we  have  seen  the  terms  of  the  Bill,  which  have  probably 
anticipated  our  views. 

Lord  Malmesbury  replied  to  Lord  Wharnclipfb*s  able  expo¬ 
sition,  in  a  speech  whose  gravest  points  were  of  extreme  drollery : 
ex.gr. 

**  He  was  aware  that  some  were  of  opinion  that  the  open  exposure  of 
game  to  the  poacher,  with  such  a  temptation  to  violate  the  law  as  existed 
at  present,  and  the  open  exposure  of  poached  game  for  sale,  had  a  ten* 
dency  to  demoralise  the  people.  But  the  tendency  to  demoralisation  was 
not  greater  than  that  which  was  occasioned  by  his  Noble  Friend,  when  he 
walked  up  and  down  St  James*s  street  with  a  Bandana  handkerchief 
hanging  out  of  his  pocket,  which  presented  no  small  temptation  to  the 
pickpockets  to  seize  it.  Nor  was  the  tendency  greater  than  that  which 
was  presented  in  Monmouth  street,  where  a  man  could  not  walk  the 
foot-path  without  every  now  and  then  rubbing  his  nose  against  a  pair  of 
trowsers.** 

His  Lordship  forgets,  or  never  knew,  that  the  Legislature,  in  the 
fulness  of  its  wisdom,  once  passed  an  Act  prohibiting  publicans  from 
sending  out  beer  in  pewter  pots,  because  it  was  held  that  the  unpro¬ 
tected  strings  of  those  shining  vessels,  left  at  area-gates  by  careless 
pot-boys  employed  in  collecting,  was  too  great  a  temptation  for  frail 
human  nature.  One  Honourable  Member  contended,  on  the  passing 
of  the  Bill,  that  few  men  were  sufficiently  fortified  in  virtue  to  resist 
the  allurement  of  those  bunches  of  bright  pots,  which  cried,  Come, 
steal  me,*’  and  almost  hinted  that  he  himself  had  nearly  succumbed 
to  the  temptation. 

But  this  is  not  the  only  instance  to  be  adduced  of  the  application 
of  law  to  the  prevention  of  undue  temptation  to  crime. 

What  is  the  gist  of  an  indictment  for  libel  ?  That  it  tendi  to  a  breach 
of  the  peace.  It  holds  out  a  provocation  to  violence,^tempts  anger 
to  outrage.  The  law  will  not  let  certain  truths  be  exposed  in  print, 
lest,  acting  on  human  infirmity,  they  should  incite  to  broil  and  distur¬ 
bance.  On  the  same  rule  of  policy,  and  with  less  questionable  effect, 
surely  the  exposure  of  partridges  and  pheasants  to  temptation  might 
be  subjected  to  legal  interference. 

Loid  Caernarvon  took  up  Lord  Malmesbury’s  dignified  illus¬ 
tration  of  the  Monmouth  street  small-clothes  with  much  neatness,  and 
dexterously  converted  it  into  proof  of  the  wisdom  of  another  principle 
of  the  proposed  measure  : — 

**  As  to  the  illustration  of  the  Noble  Lord  opposite  about  people  in 
walking  along  Monmouth  street  rubbing  their  noses  against  pairs  of  trow- 
sers,  these  people  would  not  be  the  less  disposed  to  pilfer  them  if  they 
could  get  no  trowsers  to  buy.  (Hear!)** 

If  the  Legislature  enacted  that  aristocriiical  qualification  should  be 
necessary  to  the  wearing  of  trowsers,  and  imposed  penalties  on  the 
sale  of  the  same,  it  would  certainly  become  extremely  difficult  to 
restrain  the  tendency  of  a  sans-culotte  community  to  small-clothea. 
Such  a  law  would  have  breektd  the  Highlao;ls  in  a  week. 

Lord  Malmesbury  went  over  the  old  ground  of  the  necessity  of 
giving  the  squires  a  sugar-plum,  or,  in  other  words,  of  alluring  them, 
by  exclusive  privileges,  to  residence  on  their  estates.  lie  opposed  the 
Bill,  therefore,  on  the  assumption  that  it  would  destroy  field  sports,  and 
because,  in  the  event  of  that  said  calamity,  country  gentlemen  could 
not  be  expected  to  amuse  themselves  by  going  about  voUh  an  AriiiotU 
in  their  handi.  The  question,  thus  narrowed  to  an  alternative  of  gun 
or  Aristotle,  would  certainly  and  naturally  carry  the  idea  of  vast 
hardship  to  the  sporting  mind.  But  it  is  not  easy  to  perceive  the 
Aristotle  necessity ;  and,  as  the  Quarterly  Retfiew  recommends,  cannot 
these  pattern  persons  read  their  Bibles.  Lord  Malmesbury  should 
have  thought  of  that.  Oh  fie !  Aristotle  before  the  Bible  I  Monstrous 
impiety.  His  Lordship  concluded  bis  speech  with  the  following 
ingenious  moral  illustration : — 

“  Ever  since  our  first  parents  clothed  themoelves  in  skins,  vre  were  all 
ferse  naturm.  Other  domesticated  animals  always  retained  something  of 
their  wild  nature.  A  plump  and  well-fed  lap-dog,  though  in  wont  of 
nothing,  might  be  eeea  running  with  a  bone  to  hide  it  in  a  hole.  So  U  mma 
with  ui ;  and  ho  eonfoiood  that  bo  was  ono  of  those  who  thought  it  good 
and  wiso  policy  to  give  gmnlomoa  a  fionus  to  indue#  them  to  reoide  oa  their 
estates  in  the  country ;  and  he  wai  eenvinced  that  the  paosing  of  this  BUI 
would  be  attended  with  eviU  moek  gsualer  than  any  that  it  eouki  put  an 
end  to.** 

Whatever  may  be  said  of  giving  genUemen  a  bomu  to  reside  oq 
their  estates,  we  are  sure  there  is  every  objection  to  giving  them  a 
malum  for  that  object,  and  such  the  existing  Game  Laws  are  proved 
to  be  by  the  most  ample  and  uoquesiionable  evidence. 

There  is  ingenuity  and  franhoess,  however,  in  Lord  '' 

idea,  that  our  w«U-fed  spoilt  peU  muit  have  a 
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madness  of  many  for  the  gain  of  a  few. — Pori.

noble  natures.  The  game-preserving  serves  thus  ^  an  issue  to  carry 
off  peccant  moral  humours,  which  might  otherwise  vent  themselves 
upon  the  general  constitution.  The  Homan  Emperor  diverted  him- 
ielf  with  the  dismemberment  of  a  fly;  our  masters  in  purple  recreate 
upon  the  debauchery  and  vexation  of  a  peasantry.  The  nurse  gives 
the  spoilt  brat  the  kitten  to  play  with,  just  to  keep  the  pretty  dear 
quiet ;  we  are  to  give  the  Aristocracy  the  people  for  the  like  pleasan¬ 
try.  Such  are  gravely-propounded  principles  of  legislation  !  Take 
away  the  strife  for  hares,  pheasants,  and  partridges,  and  the  country, 

ig  urged,  is  stripped  of  its  charms.  Such  wretched  pretences,  we 
rejoice  to  say,  are  now  losing  their  power  of  imposing ;  and  Ixird 
WBARMCLirrr/s  Bill  was  carried  on  its  first  reading  by  a  majority  of 
ten.  It  will  yet,  however,  have  great  difficulties  to  contend  with,  but 
of  ultimate  success  in  this  province  of  reform  we  are  quite  certain. 
Like  all  the  other  projects  of  amendment,  it  is  a  question  only  of  time 
—this  year,  the  next,  or  the  third  at  farthest. 

THE  BEER  AND  MALT  TAXES. 

The  fate  of  Mr  Slaney’s  motion  for  a  Committee  of  Inquiry  into 
the  taxes  on  Mall  and  Beer,  furnishes  a  melancholy  proof  of  the  policy 
of  Government,  which  hesitates  not  to  declare  that  it  will  not  admit 
of  a  question  I^tween  the  maintenance  of  a  profitable  tax  and  the 
disadvantage  of  the  attendant  detriment  to  the  comfort  and  morality 
of  the  people.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  will  not  even 
listen  to  a  representation  of  the  effects  of  driving  the  lower  orders  to 
gin-drinking,  with  its  odious  consequences.  He  says — in  substance 
certainly,  almost  in  wools — I  look  to  the  tax  only,*'  and  glosses  the 
shameful  avowal  with  talk  of  faith  with  the  public  creditor.  Thus  it 
is  that  extravagance  ends  in  misery  and  corruption.  The  nation’s 
wealth  has  been  wantonly  lavished ;  debt  has  been  profligately  incurs 
red  ;  and  now  the  short  objection  to  a  proposal  for  the  public  benefit 
is  limply  that  the  proceeds  of  the  tax,  no  matter  whether  injurious  or 
not,  cannot  he  dispensed  with.  Hem,  quocunque  modo  rem,  is  the 
Exchequer  maxim. 

Mr  Slaney  shows  that  the  consumption  of  malt  has  decreased, 
while  an  increase  of  the  population  has  taken  place.  In  part,  the 
decrease  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  altered  habits  of  the  people,  but 
we  are  inclined  to  attribute  it  mainly  to  the  naonopoly  of  the  brewers, 
who,  fortified  by  the  Liceusing  System,  compose  drenches  which  raise 
a  disgust  against  the  very  name  of  l>eer.  Spirits  are  preferred  to  this 
filthy  stuff,  and  indeed,  those  labouring  people  who  from  habit  con¬ 
tinue  to  drink  it,  say,  that  without  the  correction  of  gin  their  stomachs 
could  not  endure  its  deleterious  effects.  The  philosophy  may  be  false, 
but  such  is  the  practice,  growing  out  of  an  opinion  of  the  badness  of 
the  liquor. 

Why  is  the  abuse  of  the  Monopoly  continued — why  is  not  coropeti- 
lioD  permitted  to  operate  on  this  state  of  things  ?  Why — because  the 
Brewers  are  very  strong  in  Parliament,  much  stronger  in  Parliament 
tlian  in  their  beer,  and  as  deleterious  in  the  legislature  as  in  their 
liquor.  Because  the  licensing  business  is  the  very  sweetener  to  the 
Unpaid  Justice’s  duties,  and  there  is  a  hidden  and  secret  but  insepa¬ 
rable  affinity  between  it  and  turtle  and  venison  feasts,  batches  of 
claret  and  cases  of  champagne. 

In  all  the  mischiefs  of  English  Uw,  stupidity  has  as  much  part  as 
roguery.  Tlie  mixture  of  fool  and  knave  is  pretty  generally  conspi¬ 
cuous  in  our  legislature,  nor  is  the  combination  wanting  in  the  instance 
of  the  laws  under  consideration.  Acts  of  Parliament  take  upon  them 
to  direct  both  how  tilings  should  and  how  they  should  not  be  done  : 
we  never  remember  to  have  heard  of  but  one  case  in  which  they  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  shewing  how  things  sAati/d  be  done;  and  that  was  in  the  pro¬ 
hibition  of  a  certain  build  of  boat,  which  laid  down  an  excellent 
model  for  ft  amuggler,  ftnd  caused  the  Deal  men  to  declare  that  they 
never  knew  how  to  build  ft  boftt  till  Billy  Pitt  taught  them.  How¬ 
ever  happy  they  may  occasionally  be  in  suggestion  through  prohibi¬ 
tion,  they  are  wonderfully  obstructive  in  direction ;  witness  the  fol¬ 
lowing  frighlful  statement  of  rules  for  the  making  of  malt,  quoted  by 
Mr  Slam  BY  in  his  speech  of  Tuesday  night -

metrical  proportion,  and  this  proportion  wat  to  be  settled  by  a  co  ^ 
who  never  heard  of  geometry  in  hit  life.  After  thit,  he  was 
notice  of  the  time  when  he  intended  io  wet ;  the  notice  must  be  ' 
writing,  signed  by  the  man's  Christian  and  surname— it  mast 
cnlar  time— it  must  be  handed  to  the  next  Exciseman  ;  if  it  were*  ***”* 
district,  the  wetting  mutt  take  place  within  forty-eight  hours,  and  if*od?

notices,  and  after  steering  through  a  Scylla  and  Charybdis  of  forms, 
steep  his  malt  for  sixty-five  hours.  The  procuring  his  cistern,  and'wettiw 
his  malt,  is  only  the  first  process.  He  cannot  take  it  out  without  tnotW 
notice,  and  then  only  once  in  ninety-six  hours,  between  seven  and 
o'clock,  and  he  is  liable  to  penalties  if  in  any  way  he  infrin^et  tbatim 
prescribed.  When  all  this  is  done,  his  malt  must  be  laid  in  reyalif 
couches,  according  to  seniority,  and  if  those  couches  have  ragged  aid  m 
smooth  edges,  he  incurs  a  penalty  of  800/.  Still  he  is  not  at  liberty  lo 4 
as  he  likes  with  his  malt  in  any  one  respect.  I  pledge  myself  to  prorehy  : 
malsters,  that  it  is  of  tho  utmost  consequence  to  the  farmers  of  theYia^.  < 
dom  to  be  able  to  sprinkle  seven-eighths  of  the  barley  at  the  end  of  ' 
days.  Vet  as  the  law  now  stands,  the  malsters  may  not  sprinkle  natilfti 
end  of  twelve  days,  and  they  are  liable  to  penalties  if  a  servani  thrown  ; 
drop  of  water  upon  it.  The  poor  man  who  wishes  to  malt,  is  alioohlii^  j 
to  keep  a  barley.book  in  which  he  is  to  enter  days  and  hours— the  ehrmiu  1 
and  surnames  of  every  person  who  sells  him  a  bushel  of  barley,  and  iW  I 
same  of  every  man  who  purchases  malt  from  him.  Every  buihel  of  sU  I 
sent  out  roust  be  accompanied  with  a  certificate,  and  every  petty  particila  \ 
in  the  barley-book  might  be  examined  at  any  hour  of  the  day  and  oiakhy  | 
the  excisemen.  Every  part  of  the  process  is  loaded  with  the  moat  miiMi 
penalties,  and  before  malt  is  brewed  it  must  run  the  gauntlet  of  at  leas 
thirty  Acts  of  Parliament,  and  there  are  not  less  than  seventy  Staiuui 
with  which  every  man  must  be  acquainted  before  he  can  venture  toaak 
his  own  barley  and  brew  his  own  beer." 

We  recommend  persons  who  delight  in  Albums,  to  cut  out  this  k» 
tory  and  insert  it  in  their  volumes  as  a  capital  legislatorial  jeu  dajri. 
If  we  could  consider  its  acts  apart  from  their  doleful  effects,  nodowi 
in  a  pantomime,  no  Grimaldi  with  sea-green  cockatoo  and  red  hi^ 
moon  cheeks,  is  half  so  grotesquely  droll,  so  convulsingly  ridiculociii 
awkwardness,  and  great  in  upsetting  the  order  of  things,  as  ParliaatA 
The  statute-lwok  is  but  one  huge  Pantomime  of  Mother  Com,  ■  1 
which  the  incident  of  cutting  up  the  bird  who  lays  the  eggs,  is  pe^ 
formed  at  great  length.  The  Commons  enact  the  Clown,  and  ikt 
Lords  the  more  grave  part  of  Pantaloon,  and  they  chace  society,  mir- 1 
ring  and  meddling  with  the  officious  persecution  proper  to  their  cluw 
geniuses.  Their  whole  career  is  a  series  of  tumbles,  backslidingi,  iid 
cogent  slams  of  the  head  against  the  wall.  But  no  personal  regret  or 
shame  ever  attends  the  catastrophe;  this  moment  down  in  the 
they  are  up  again  the  next,  and  busy  at  another  blunder.  Tm 
Clown  knocks  us  down  with  a  blow  fit  for  the  demise  of  an  oi  bft 
aimed  at  a  wasp,  cries  “poor  fellow  I”  a-la-Grimaldi,  sets  ui  u^; 
our  head  instead  of  our  legs,  and  falls  to  wiping  us  clean  of  the  mire 
a  scavenger’s  broom.

**Qubbn  Squire.— Expeditious  Method  of  making  an  Industrious 
Female  a  Thief  and  a  Prostitute. — Severe  Skntbncb. — Yesterday  a 
young  female,  named  EIUh  Cox^  apparently  about  ninctceen  years  of  age, 
one  of  those  hard-working,  industrious  females  who  endeavour  to  gain  a 
precarious  livelihood  by  toiling  from  an  early  hour  in  the  morning  till  late 
at  night  to  save  themselves  from  being  a  burthen  to  the  parish,  was 
brought  before  G.  W.  Marriott,  Esq.  by  Hill,  one  of  the  sireelkeepera 
belonging  to  the  parish  of  Nt  Margaret  and  Nt  John,  charged  with  placing 
on  the  carriage  way  pavement  in  the  Broadway.  Westminster,  a  Hat  basket 
containing  radishes  and  onions,  the  value  of  which,  altogether,  could  nut 
exceed  two  shillings. 

**  Hill  stated  that  he  had  repeatedly  cautioned  the  prisoner  not  to  put  her 
basket  on  the  pavement,  and  the  inhabitants  had  frequently  complaiued  of 
the  number  of  women  who  stand  in  the  Broadway  with  baskets. 

**The  girl  did  not  deny  the  charge,  and  said  there  were  a  number  of 
others  did  the  same,  and  that  was  the  only  way  she  had  to  get  her  living. 

Mr  Marriott  said,  that  because  others  did  wrong  that  was  no  reason 
why  she  should  do  the  same. 

Hill  said  that  the  girl  had  been  brought  before  the  magistrates  on  a 
previous  occasion,  and  dismissed  on  her  promise  not  to  offend  agaiu. 

**  Mr  Marriott  told  her  she  must  pay  a  fine  of  forty  shillings. 

**  The  girl  declared  she  bad  not  a  farthing  in  the  world,  nor  had  abo 
any  goods  to  make  the  money. 

**  Mr  Marriott  then  ordered  her  to  be  committed  to  the  House  of  Cop* 
rection  for  one  month. 

Females  committed  are  necessarily  herded  amongst  thieves  and  pros¬ 
titutes.  Five  minutes  after  the  conviction  of  this  unfortunate  girl  there 
were  not  less  than  twenty-seven  baskets  on  the  pavement  of  the  Broad¬ 
way.”]  .

SALE  OF  GAME  BILL.  ^ 

Lord  Wharwclivfe  moved  the  second  reading  of  this  Bill,  and  argtip^ 
that  by  legalising  the  sale  of  game,  the  temptation  to  poaebing  would  bm 
decreased,  and  consequently  the  number  of  crimes  would  be  diaainiahtd* 

Lord  Malmmrury  opposed  the  Bill,  contending  that  the  increase  of 
crime  was  owing  to  the  want  of  employment  and  to  the  cheapness  6# 
ardent  spirits.  It  appr^ared  by  a  retnm  from  tlio  eownfy  of  Beulhamplen, 
that  the  number  of  commitments  for  the  last  three  years  kbert  had  in¬ 
creased  scarcely  at  all  for  the  crime  of  poaching,  but  very  considerably 
for  deer  stealing,  fish  poaching,  and  poultry  stealing  f  all  of  whicn 
articles  were  saleable.  His  objection  to  the  alteration  of  the  qualification 
was,  that  it  tended  to  destroy  the  amusement  of  the  coonlry  gentlemen. 

Lord  Carvarvov  supported  and  Lord  I»vt>omdrrry  opposed  Um 
Bill,  the  second  reading  of  which  was  carried  by  79  to  69.

COURT  OP  CUANCERY. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  entered  upon  an  explanation  of  the  objects  and 
details  of  his  Bill  for  facilitating  Suits  iu  Chancery*  It  was  the  duty,  be  aaid, 
of  every  Government  to  provide  for  the  speedy  adminisiralion  of  jusUoe« 
more  particularly  in  a  mercantile  country  like  this.  The  property  vetted 
in  and  subject  to  the  orders  of  Chancery  amounted  to  the  enormous  soin 
of  40  millions  sterliog,  a  considerable  portion  of  which  was  the  aykjeet 
of  litigation.  It  was  not  possible,  however,  that  a  suit  in  Chancery  could 
he  proceeded  in  with  the  same  dispatch  as  one  in  the  Courts  of  Consmon 
Law,  for  very  often  the  Court  of  Chancery  had  to  look  to  the  distributioa 
of  the  property,  and  to  make  a  just  division  of  it  to  many  conflicting 
Claimants,  which  necessarily  took  up  much  time.  The  great  e'vil  to 
obviate  was  in  the  delay  aiier  causes  had  been  set  down  for  hearing. 
Eighteen  months  very  often  elapsed  before  it  was  called  upon  to  be  heard 
— at  the  end  of  this  delay,  it  waa  probable  ail  appeal  was  made — then 
the  cause  was  ra*heard  after  another  lapse  of  eiglifeen  mouths  1  When 
even  the  decree  was  pronounced,  it  might  be  to  refer  the  cause  back  to 
the  Mailer,  and  several  moiitlia  more  must  elapie  before  he  could  make 
hia  report  !  When  he  did  so,  exceptions  may  be  taken,  whioh  are  act 
down  for  hearing,  but  twelve  mouths  mutt  elapse  before  the  exceptions 
cun  be  argued  !

CANADA — poor  LAWS  FOR  IRELAND.

— Upon  which  the  Duke  of  Wellington  observed,  that  Judge 
Willis  had  been  dismissed  with  the  approbation  of  the  British  Privy 
Council ;  and  that,  in  regard  to  the  other  points  of  the  petition,  a  distant 
Colony  could  not  be  governed  on  principles  that  might  be  suitable  to  a 
oowntry  like  England. — Lord  Goderich  withdrew  the  petition  rather, 
be  said,  than  have  it  rejected. 

Lord  Darnley  presented  a  petition  praying  that  the  English  Poor 
Laws  might  be  extended  to  Irelsnd. — Lord  Lim eric  contended  that  their 
•dmission  into  that  country  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  landed  interest  and 
to  the  Church  Establishment,  and  would  operate  as  the  rudest  and  wildest 
of  oonflscations.— Lord  Farnham  said  he  was  also  opposed  to  their  in> 
troduction,  though  some  measure  might  be  adopted  perhaps  to  give  aid 
to  the  indigent  who  were  incapable  of  labour.— I>ord  Darnley  explained, 
that  it  was  only  a  modification  of  the  English  Poor  Law  system  that  he 
wished  to  tea  introduced  into  Ireland,  and  be  hoped  that  Government 
would  taka  the  task  upon  itself.

REPORT  ON  THE  BUDGET. 

Lord  A LTHORP  objected  to  the  funding  three  millions  of  Exchequer 
Bills,— which  was  nothing  more  than  the  old  plan  of  borrowing  money  to 
decrease  the  debt !  Every  body  was  now  hostile  to  this  mode  of 
proceeding. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  defended  the  proceeding,  which, 
ha  said,  was  like  that  of  an  individual  who  bought  up  a  number  of  out> 
standing  bills  payable  on  demand.  Ttie  three  milliont,  if  laid  out  in  the 
course  of  the  year,  at  the  price  of  last  year,  will  relieve  the  country  to  the 
nominal  amount  of  3.600300/.,  which  the  country  would  hereafter  have 
to  pay  at  that  rale,  if  through  the  increase  of  her  prosperity  the  funds 
should  rite  to  par.  If  it  were  applied  to  the  reduction  of  the  unfunded 
debt,  it  would  not  relieve  the  country  of  more  than  3,000,000/.  of  Exche¬ 
quer  Bills. 

Sir  J.  Wrottbslet  expressed  his  regret  that  the  public  could  not  get 
rid  altogether  of  the  abominable  juggle  of  tending  a  broker  into  the 
market  to  buy  stock,  while  they  were  paying  it  off  on  the  other  liand. 
If  Government  had  a  large  ainking  fund  like  Mr  Pitt's,  then  a  Board  of 
Commisaionera  might  be  necessary  ;  but  Government  had  nothing  now  to 
do,if  they  had  a  surplus,  hut  to  write  to  the  Bank  and  request  the  directors 
to  send  somebody  to  ths  Slock  Exchange.  The  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  were  unnecessery.and  es  long  es  they  remained,  he  should 
believe  that  the  complication  of  the  accounts  was  kept  up  for  the  accom- 
nsodetion  of  those  gentlemen! 

Mr  Mabbelbt  contended  ihet  the  public  had  lost  199,000/.  by  the 
mismanagement  of  the  Right  Hon.  Gentleman  between  Jan.  1828  and 
April  1829  x  and  by  now  applying  the  money  as  proposed,  the  country 
would  lose  435300/.

Qrrat  numbers  of  farmers, 
who  set  apart  a  TOrtion  of  their  ground  for  potatoes,  cabbages,  Ac.,  which 
they  tent  to  marxet,  had  lately  been  surcharged,  on  account  of  the  horses 
employed,  the  surveyors  contending  that  they  were  not  husbandry  horses. 
The  ground  on  which  tlie  surveyors  proceeded  was,  that  these  persons 
were  tradesmen,  not  farmers.  In  several  canes  the  parties  had  appealed 
to  the  Commissioners,  and  the  commis^ioners,  in  many  instances,  had 
decided  in  favour  of  (he  appellants.  But  an  appeal  was  made  to  the 
Judges,  who  declared  that  the  commissioners  were  wrong.  It  was  curious 
thst  the  Judges  almost  always  decided  for  the  Crown.  Out  of  fifty-nine 
esses  which  tlie  commissioners  had  decided  in  favour  of  the  people,  only 
eight  were  confirmed  by  the  Judges — fifty-one  were  given  the  other  way. 
Ttie  Hon.  Member  pointed  out  the  great  hardship  to  which  thissysteoi 
exposed  the  whole  farming  community. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Cxchequer  said,  that  it  had  become  a  jprac- 
lice,  particularly  pear  London,  for  farmers  to  devote  a  part  of  their  farms

It  would  seem  from  the  various  notices  of  the  state  of  CoBatantinopIe,  sod 
the  incrraiing  aoreneaa  of  our  Turkey  mcrcbanla,  that  ikt  Russian  blockade 
of  the  Dardancllea  proves  a  far  more  eflectivu  measure  than  was  in  the 
first  instance  anticipated,  both  in  the  rrslriotfon  of  cemniercinl  inUrconrse, 
and  the  due  supply  of  provisioiis  for  the  Turkish  eapital.  There  are  peo« 
pie  who  suggest  the  propriety  of  a  belligerent  interference,  on  our  part, 
in  repression  of  Russian  naval  ami  oihtr  enoroaohnsetits ;  but  althetigh 
one  grand  source  of  weakness  has  been  got  rid  of  as  respects  Irish  di«** 
ronteot,  our  blessed  debt  u)ioAks  most  elocfnently  agsinsC  very  hasty  oor» 
elusions  of  this  nature.  The  nerres  of  the  Noble  Duke  and  of  the  pubHo 
at  large,  we  a|>prebend,  must  be  uxcrrissd  on  Ihe  snbjerl  of  ♦*  rquiublo 
adjastioeat,"  before  we  can  adopt  anything  like  our  former  Fitfile  fligbis 
in  the  warlike  way  ;  an  opinion  in  which,  strange  lo  say,  the  Quarierly 
Rrv/cio  is  approxiinatiog  to  an  agreement  with  MrCoeain^.  Wo  oh- 
serre  that  some  of  the  l*itl»club  worthies  are  aiiealiy  giving  up  their 
Anniversary  Dinners  this  year ;  they  are  right,  for  a  period  is  ap|>ronrhIng 
of  a  nature  to  expose  the  melancholy  absurdity  of  these  oosHnomoFAtiona 
most  glaviagly.

reform  of  Parliamunt,  It  is  the  fundholdera,  for  grievously  will  they  holRf  in 
tboeonflirt,  under  lamJed  aseendaney,  If  tMagt  resmui  as  they  ovo.

greater  siga  of  lainisterial  weakaeaa  than  thofaH  o#  ofBcrgoRig  a  beg¬ 
ging.  How  the  eiiMing  Minbtry  can  ateidy  il  b  diOettfo  ••  dbaaMR#  il 
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beifif  obTiout  that  do  appeal  can  be  rentared  to  the  country  by  a  new 
election.  We  ahouid  not  wonder  if  ■omething  like  a  warlike  moeement 
abould  be  adopted  by  the  Court  faction,  with  a  view  of  cutting  this  Gor¬ 
dian  knot.  Indeed,  it  is  asserted  that  something  of  this  spirit  has  been 
indicated  of  late,  as  regards  the  pending  arrangement  of  Greece,  which 
it  has  cost  our  Ministry  no  small  trouble  to  keep  down.  It  is,  however, 
altogether  unlikely  that  this  influence  can  operate  much  longer;  or  that 
France  will  be  induced  to  temimrise  with  Mahometan  obstinacy  indefi¬ 
nitely,  and  adjourn  a  desirable  line  of  action,  tine  die^  in  pure  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  real  or  imaginary  interests  of  England. 

We  hear  that  the  Count  de  Villa  Flor,  who  arrived  here  a  few  days 
ago  from  Paris,  was  charged  with  an  important  mission  relative  to  Por¬ 
tugal.  He  staid  only  a  few  hours,  and  returned  immediately  to  Paris. 

An  Illustrious  Personage  is  said  to  have  recently  eapressed  himself 
very  indignantly  when -speaking  of  Don  Miguel;  and  it  is  understood, 
that  the  invitation  to  the  Chevalier  de  Barboza  to  attend  the  Drawing 
Room  as  Charg^  d'Affaires  of  Portugal,  was  by  his  direction. 

Despatches,  which  are  said  to  be  important,  have  been  received  at  the 
Fpreign  office  from  Berlin  and  St  Petersburg. 

It  if  stated  in  the  “  best  circles,*'  that  there  was  a  difference  between 
the  Dukaof  Wellivgtor  and  the  King,  on  the  subject  of  the  expeti  in 
the  House  of  Lords,  of  the  Marquis  of  Angle^ra,  but  that  they  are  per¬ 
fectly  reconciled. 

Mr  O'Connell  entertains  no  doubt  of  hla  return  for  the  county  of 
Clare,  if  he  should  be  obliged  to  have  a  new  Election  ;  but  we  hear  from 
good  authority,  that  iu  the  event  of  failure,  a  borough  has  been  reserved 
for  him. 

Mr  O'Connell,  on  Friday  night,  when  the  Relief  Oath  was  refused  to 
be  administered,  requested  to  be  allowed  to  take  the  Qualification  Oatli, 
which  was  also  refused  ;  and  upon  this  he  withdrew.  ,

the  heads  of  some  of  my  fi  tends  here.  1  w  ish  to  claiiii  the  artist  for  our 
own.  The  painter,  before  be  could  have  called  that  commotion  of  wild 
waters  into  existrnce,  must  have  been  familar  with  the  stormy  aspects  of 
nature— he  must  have  seen,  known,  and  fell  our  iscoltish  mountain  torrents 
and  our  dark  clouds.  Whether  a  native  or  not,  he  has  the  true  Scottish 
spirit  within  him— he  shares  the  ptrftrvidum  iugenium  Seotoruni— 
(L<aughUr)~—\tm  has'a  power  and  a  passion  which  allows  how  the  waters 
oirerwltelmrd  not  alone  the  poor  and  the  weak,  but  the  potentates  and 
the  crow  fled  ones  of  the  earth,  and  advanced  to  cover  even  the  high 
place#  of  idolatry.  I  claim,  ihrretbre,  Mr  Martin  as  a  getiuine  Scotcli 
aiiisi — (LnsigAler)— as  well  ea  acoitirtbuior.  It  may  be  more  diflicuU  to 
bring  Mr  Li NTUN  among  our  countrymen  I  but  even  uiih  him  I  do  not 
despair.  Everything  aausl  begin  from  arnall  beginniugs.  The  humblest 
kirk  in  which  a  Scotchman  ever  preyed— the  smallest  hut  that  ever  was 
aoarce  disoeraible  from  the  rocks  around  it,  is  a  step  iu  tlie  progress  of 
arobilaotural  art,  and  mual  liava  preceded  the  conoepiioos  of  the  moat 
aplvodid  desiguer— even  of  Lintoo  liimaclf,  uow  so  entirely  at  home 
%«udal  bis  splendid  and  magnificent  palaces  and  lemplas.  1  claim  him 
also  as  a  Scottish  artist.  {LAUtgkUr,)  I  mua  oeat  try  to  fix  my  clutches 
VpoQ  Ettv.  That  ha  is  a  Sooich  artist,  there  can  be  no  doubt ;  for  I 
aadnriake  to  produce,  froas  the  very  bumblaal  ranks  of  our  oitisei^  and 
poaaantrt ,  wooieu  as  beautiful  and  as  majaalic,  w  ho,  were  occasion  to 
call  on  them  u>  trample  on  tb«  destroyer  and  oppressor,  oouid  look  as 
tierw  and  resolute  ae  his  own  Iteroiue  JndUkt  itt  her  invocation. 
{Afiplumu.i  I  have  now  established  the  claim  of  these  three  great  ariisis 
to  the  honour  of  being  tc^tiUk,  I  turn  to  those  of  whoee  claim  to  that 
beaeur  ibtre  coo,  by  the  bappy  acoirieot  of  tlieir  having  been  born  aad 
bffwd  aaaoog  ua,  be  no  doubt.

1  immediately  i— 
have  long  been  a  brother  of  the  angle — that  hia  fish  were  oo  fith 
•hallow  streams,  but  from  the  unmeasured  depths  of  the  far-soundinr'^ 
Yet  they  showed  how  he  had  studied  and  mastered  his  subject. 
worthy  to  be  the  intimate  of  that  admirable  marine  painter  who  hu  ^ 
tributed  to  the  Exhibition  fWiLSON.)  He  stands  by  his  seas,  foamin* 
and  tumultuous,  and  no  doubt  well  stocked  with  all  varieties  of  msriss 
monsters,  to  watch  for  their  appearance,  and  try  to  extend  his  sto'm  of 
ichthyological  knowledge.  {Laughter,)  The  subject  of  fish  brings  ms 
by  an  easy  transition  to  another  of  our  artists.

A  fortiii[(|it 
since,  the  Examiner  contained  the  following  paragreph  Florivci; 
OR  the  Aspirant. — In  his  last  week’s  notice  of  this  interesting  Novel, 
the  Literary  Critic  of  the  Atlas  has  fallen  into  a  very  strsnge  mistake, 
and  one  which  it  is  most  difficult  to  account  for.  He  says,  “  The  story  it 
unfolds  amounts  to  a  single  incident,  the  conversion  of  a  young  Isdy 
from  the  Protestant  to  the  Roman  Catholic  religion- and  the  whole  Mb-

From  the  moment  his  compnnioli  was  taken 
from  him,  the  male  bird  had  no  rest ;  be  appeared  to  be  incessAntly 
searching  for  something,  and  daily  w’asted  away,  lie  was  moved  ffom 
the  spot,  in  the  hoj>e  that  he  would  forget  his  grief;  he  was  even  allowed 
more  liberty,  but  nought  availed,  and  he  literally  pined  hiiuHelf  to  death. 
I  heard  of  a  curious  expedient  the  other  day,  vvhii'h  prevented  a  similar 
catastrophe,  and  which  has  led  me  to  address  you: — A  gentleinau  residing 
in  this  country,  had  for  some  years  been  possessed  of  two  brown  cranes: 
one  of  them  died,  and  the  survivor  became  disconsolate.  He  was  apfut- 
renily  following  his  companion,  when  bis  master  introduced  a  large 
looking  glass  into  the  aviary.  The  bird  no  sooner  beheld  his  reflected 
image  than  he  funeied  she  for  whom  he  mourne<l  had  returned  to  him  ;  ho 
placed  himself  close  to  the  mirror,  plimied  his  feathers,  and  showed  every 
sign  of  happiness.  The  scheme  answ’ored  completely ;  the  crane  recovered 
his  health,  passed  almost  all  Iris  time  before  the  looking-glass,  and  lived 
many  years  after.

XrttMrt  TO  Poison.— Nunn^  a  lad  aged  15,  apprentice  to 
Mr  Cook,  shoemaker,  Bengal  place,  Kent  road,  has  been  twioe  examincii 
oaachATge  of  having  attempted  to  poison  his  master  and  mistresn,  by 
pouisf  oxalic  arid  into  the  tca'keUJe.  It  ap{>earcd  from  the  evidence 
that  oa  Sunday,  Mr  Cook  had  offeuded  the  boy  by  rebuking  him  for  not 
fsuiog  apin  time.  lie  appeared  very  sullen  in  consequence,  and  refused 
tosat  his  dioner.  At  U*a  lime,  Mrs  Cook  seeing  the  kettle  boiling  over, 
cUfifved  that  the  water  left  a  while  mark  on  the  copper.  The  girl  was 
aihed  who  filled  the  kettle.  She  said  the  boy  had,  though  he  had  not  been 
atked  to  do  it,  nor  was  it  a  practice  with  him.  He  admitted  he  had  filled 
theke^c  from  the  butt.  Mrs  Cook  ilicn  poured  out  a  cup  ful!  of  the 
naier,  and  putting  some  milk  in  it,  asked  the  boy  to  drink  it  He  chango<l 
cfllooi  and  replied  that  be  had  before  refused  to  take  tea  that  evening.  The 
cbeaust  was  sent  for,  when  he  said  that  the  water  in  the  kettle  contained 
a  qvaaiity  of  oxalic  acid. — Mr  Cook  said,  the  boy  was  usually  good- 
natuiedrbutke  had  the  bad  habit  of  telling  lies:  he  was  a  smartlad.  Oxalic 
acid  was  kept  in  the  house,  having  the  word  **  poison"  viritten  on  it.^The 
gtrl  stated,  that  a  few  days  previously  to  the  discovery  of  the  oxalic  acid  in 
lra*kcitle,  the  prisoner,  while  In  the  kitchen,  asked  her  the  following 
questions— namely,  whether,  if  her  master  died  suddenly,  he  (the  prisoner) 
would  be  comi)«lled  to  serve  as  the  apprentice  of  Mrs  Cook  ?

Mr  Ustonson's,  the  fishing-tackle  manufacturer,  were  much  damaged. 
Though  the  premises  were  insured,  the  loss  is  calculated  to  amou^  to 
several  thousand  ^wun^Js.  About  half-past  six  o'olock  a  stack  of  chimneys 
fell  down  into  Fleet  street  with  a  tremendous  crash,  carrying  with  it  part 
of  the  front  wall  of  Mr  Harper's  house.  The  street  was  compleUdy 
blocked  up,  and  the  mail  coaches  and  every  descripiion  ef  vehicle  were 
forced  to  go  round  by  Holborn.  About  eight  o'clock  also  another  suck  of 
chimneys  fell  down,  and  nearly  killed  an  old  woman.  When  the  fire  first 
broke  out,  a  scene  of  great  confiv^ion  took  place;  women  and  men  were 
seen  running  in  all  directions  from  the  ditferent  brothels  in  Shiie  lane 
almost  in  a  state  of  nudity.  Fleet  street  was  co  iiplclely  blocked  up  with 
the  engines  and  rubbish.  No  lives  have  bi'en  lost. 

Mi'kdbr  at  Kensington. — An  unfortunate  woman  named  Mary  Anna 
IVaiU^  alias  Smithy  alias  Droicn^  about  25  years  of  age,  was  found  dead* 
on  Thursday  morning,  in  a  lone  spot  at  the  back  of  Holland-house,  Ken- 
sington,  apparently  stabbed  on  the  left  breast.  An  inquest  was  held  in 
the  evening,  when  a  long  enquiry  took  place.  Davis,  the  watchman,  who 
discovered  the  body,  said  it  was  then  w'nrm  aud  bleeding ;  he  looked 
about  for  a  weapon,  but  found  none,  and  then  went  to  Mr  Parkins,  the 
surgeon,  and  the  constable,  Mr  Bennett.  There  was  a  half-crown  found 
in  her  glove ;  she  had  a  bonnet  on  her  head,  a  lace-rollar  round  her  neck, 
and  her  hair  was  neatly  curled. — Mr  Parkias  said  the  deceased  had  not 
been  dead  an  hour.  The  wound  seemed  to  have  been  inflicted  by  a  flat 
knife  or  dirk  :  it  had  penetrated  the  heart,  so  the  death  must  have  been 
immediutc.  He  believed  the  deceased  had  not  inflicted  the  wound  herself. 
— Elizulveth  Price,  who  knew  the  deceased,  said  she  told  her  on  Wednes¬ 
day  night,  that  she  was  going  to  Kensington  Barracks,  to  give  a  shirt- 
pin  back  to  an  Officer's  servant  named  Thomas,  from  whom  she  had  taken 
it  in  a  frolic.  8he  saw  the  deceased  afterwards  near  Kensington,  with  a 
young  man  dressed  in  a  dark  coat  and  trowsers  and  II;'!!!  wni^^tcoat.  Tho 
deceased  kept  company  with  Corporal  Johnson,  of  tlic  Blues:  she  tle|)t 
with  Thomas  in  the  Barracks  on  Tuesday  night :  she  got  in  by  cliinbiug 
over  the  wall:  and  she  also  was  intimate  with  a  soldier  named  Qilpin, 
who  had  threatened  to  break  her  neck  if  she  came  to  tlie  barracks  tu  tm- 
quire  for  the  Corporal. — II.  Trevett,  n  |»olice  constable,  said  ho  saw  Um 
deceased  on  Tbursdsy  morning  near  Hammersmith;  she  was  in  company 
with  a  livery  servant.  As  she  passed  him,  she  pushed  the  man  and  said, 
“  Do  you  mean  to  servo  me  so  V*  They  did  not  seem  tipsy.  He  did  not 
think  Thomas  wus  the  man. — Sarah  Jackson  snM  that  Corporal  Johnson 
slept  at  her  house  at  Chelsea,  on  Wednesday  night,  and  diu  not  leave  it 
till  five  in  the  morning.— Johnson  doposetl  that  he  saw  the  deceased  on 
Tuesday,  and  told  her  he  could  not  meet  her  the  following  night.  On  that 
night  he  went  home  with  the  witness  Price,  and  slept  there  till  fire  in  (ho 
morning.  He  did  not  know  Thomas. — The  young  man  named  Thomas 
was  then  called  in,  and  Trevett  said  that  he  greatly  resembled  the  man 
whom  he  saw  with  the  deeeased.  Ho  was  told  by  the  Coroner  that  he 
was  not  obliged  to  say  anything  that  coiikl  criminate  himself,  and  was 
advised  to  be  careful  ! !— Thomas  said,  he  had  not  seen  the  deceased  for 
•five  or  six  days,  and , was  in  bed  the  night  of  Wednesday  from  half-past 
11  to  6  in  the  morning,  in  Kensington  Barracks.  His  name,  ho  said,  was 
Thomas  Birmingham,  and  he  lived  with  Lieutenant  fves,  of  (he  15tti 
Hussars.— Serjeant  Davison,  of  theim  hassars,  saw  Thomas  Birmingham 
at  9  on  Wednesday  evening  and  at  6  on  Thursday  morning  ;  but  a  man 
could  easily  get  over  the  barrack-wall.  A  woman  slept  with  Uinningham 
on  Wednesday  night,  and  he  saw  her  leave  his  room  on  Thursday  morn¬ 
ing  at  6.  This  fact  Birmingham  adwitted^  and  said  tho  woman  was  a 
stranger  to  him  until  that  nighU — The  CoaoNsii  told  tho  Jury  that  an 
alibi  had  not  been  clearly  proved.— -John  Bryan,  a  soldier,  who  was  sen¬ 
tinel  at  the  Barracks  on  Wednesday  night  from  11  to  1  o'olock,  saw  llir- 
niiiigliam  go  into  his  room  with  a  girl  about  1^  o'clock,  who  had  climbed 
over  the  wall ;  at  6  in  tho  uvoroiug,  he  saw  the  woitiuii  turn  out,  and  also 
saw  Uinuingliam.  Tho  dece4isod  was  not  the  woman  in  question.— 'I*he 
Jury  adjourned  the  investigation  till  Monday.  Bimungliam  was  ordered 
to  remain  in  custody,  and  the  body  of  tho  deceased  was  to  be  o|)ened, 
— This  barbarous  aflair  caused  a  great  seosaiiou  in  Kensinglou  and 
Kuighlsbridge. 

ANOTuxn  DRBAort'L  Fins. — Alioutiea  o'clock  on  Thursday  night  an 
alarming  fire  broke  out  in  the  house  of  Mrs  Usher,  tallow-chandler,  Fen- 
church  street,  which  burst  forth  with  a  fury  that  defied  every  exertion  to 
save  any  part  of  the  house.  It  was  with  tin;  greatest  persevsrance  that 
the  neighbours  were  enabled  to  save  two  of  Mrs  Usher’s  children  |  but  it  ie 
painful  to  add,  that  she  herself,  and  a  third  child,  perished  in  the  flames.  The 
lied  Lion  public  house  adjoiniug  is  considerably  damaged ;  but  the  house 
of  Mr  Wood,  the  le4-dcalcr,^and  tlio  houses  behind,  escaped  with  partial 
injury.
